The school board of Nelson herewith present their annual 
report. 

It has been the aim of the board to secure the services of 
experienced and competent teachers, and we believe that the 
‘results give evidence that our efforts have been rewarded.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the 
Town of Nelson, VV. #1. 


The local board of health submit the following report of 
the conditions of the public health, coming to their notice, 
during the year ending Feb. 15, 1902. 

The town has experienced considerably more sickness 
than has usually fallen to her share, due probably, more to 
climatic conditions rather than physical. There have been _ 
three cases of typhoid fever, all traceable in the judgment 
of your board to one source. 

There has also been two cases of diphtheria, one of which 
resulted fatally and resulting in establishing a quarantine 
upon two families, which was strictly maintained, and by our 
personal attention and constant fumigating prevented the dis- 
ease from spreading. There have been several cases of 
whooping cough, tonsilitis and kindred diseases of more or 
less severity. 

The board has-received several complaints of nuisances. 
We have investigated them and when necessary have caused 
them to be abated. The board in the performance of their 
duties are brought to face many unpleasant conditions, and 
we wish to thank those who have at any time assisted us.
